Columbus, Sept. 13.— T he state de­ 


p a rtm e n t of education announced th a t 
the first com prehensive test of proba­ 
tionary promotion is to be m ade in 
Ohio this year. 


Sm aller com m unities of th e state 
have agreed to adopt the idea, sug­ 
gested as a m ean s of eliminating re­ 
tardation of progress except 
w here 
actually necessary. 
Under this plan, a child who has 
failed will be sent Into the next hig h ­ 
er grade, for trial, for five or six 
weeks. 
In event ability to m ak e good 
is demonstrated, the promotion will 
be m ade permanent, 
lf not, the ch * d 
will be sent back to the lower grade. 
Among cities and tow ns which have 
announced intention to give 
p ro b a ­ 
tionary promotion a trial this year 
a re Dayton. Frem ont, Circleville, Gal­ 
lipolis, Geneva, W arren. Nelsonville, 
Wellston, Willard, R avenna and Mari­ 
etta. 
L arg er cities have shown no 
disposition to adopt the plan, but it 
is believed th a t if it is d em o n strated 
successfully in sm aller schools it will 
find more general favor next jiear. 
C uyahoga 
county schools 
carried 
out the exp erim en t in the fall of 1923, 
All failures In grades one to eight in 
a certain group of schools were a d ­ 
vanced on trial. 
T he num b er thus 
affected was 239. 
Of this n u m b e r 159 
were retained in the advanced grades. 
T he d e p a rtm e n t of education has 
collected similar data from num erous 
o ther sources and is convinced thai 
from two-thirds to three-fourths of all 
e lem entary pupils now falling might 
be saved from this loss of possibly a 
year s time.

The United States bureau of standards, in Washington, has been making 
tests on auto brakes with a view to setting safe standards for their perform­ 
ance. 
In making these tests, the decelormeter, an instrument Invented by the 
bureau of standards is used. 
This Instrument is set on the floor of the car 
without being attached to It and held in position by a heavy weight and springs, 
when the brakes are applied the weight moves against the springs and causes 
a pointer to move on the ;.al, indicating the number of feet required to stop 
the car from 20 miles per hour without regard to weight of car. 


RIGHT TIGHTNESS 
FOR AUTO BRAKES 


Too Many Drivers Fail to 
Look Ahead and Check 
Speed of Car Gradually. 


(By ERWIN GREER, President Greer

Chicago.) 
Any man who caught himself cut­ 
ting the tires of his motor car with 
a file would voluntarily apply for ad­ 
mission to the nearest Insane asylum.

No Excuse for Dragging. 
There 
is 
no 
excuse 
for 
having 
brakes that drag, for dragging heats 
them up, wears them out unnecessar­ 
ily and it absorbs a lot of the power 
of the engine. ^ Brakes should not be 
too loose, for they will not act quick­ 
ly enough to avoid danger. 
On the 
propeller shaft brake there is a nut 
on the brake band which can he ad­ 
justed to make the brakes Just the 
proper tightness. 
The rod connect­ 
ing the pedal to the brake can be 
turned either to the right or to the 
left to make It the right length for 
efficient use of the brake. 
In fact, when In doubt about your 
brakes, lf there are only two of them, 
Jack up the wheels and apply the 
brakes far enough so that It is Just 
possible to turn one wheel by hand. 
Then adjust the brake on the other 
wheel so that the same amount of 
energy Is required to turn that wheel 
by hand. 
Can Avoid Much Trouble. 
Most brake trouble will be avoided 
by using this Important part of the 
cnr properly. 
When coming to a stop 
on a straightaway, close the throttle 
and leave the clutch engaged until 
Just before you come to a stop. 
This 
causes 
the 
engine 
to 
assist 
the 
brakes In bringing the car to a stand­ 
still. 
So also In going down an ordinary 
hill, leave the clutch engaged and 
i lose down the throttle. 
But In go­ 
ing down a stoep hill, or a moderate 
hill with a heavy load, put the gear 
in intermediate or low speed at the top 
of the hill and leave the clutch en* I 
gaged.

amount of iodine in their drinking wra- 
ter for two week* each spring and fall. 
The other 8,000 girls drank ordinary 
water. 
Not one of the girls who drank the 
Iodine w ater developed goiter, while 
27 per cent of those w’ho drank or­ 
dinary water did develop It. 
Three years ago, Iodine and choco­ 
late tablets were given to all the 
school girls of St. Gall, Berne and 
Zurich, Switzerland, and the amount 
of goiter in these three cantons has 
been reduced nearly 75 per cent. 
Now, Doctor Olin, health commis­ 
sioner of Michigan, has issued an or­ 
der prohibiting the sale of any salt 
In the state which does not contain 
Iodine. 
It Is too early to say positively what 
the result will be. 
It is apparently 
proven that goiter is caused by lack 
of Iodine and that a small amount 
in the food or w ater will prevent 
this condition.
